DXCC - 31 SEPTEMBER DEADLINE 


The ARRL’s DX Century Club programme has been the premier awards pro- 
gramme for DXers for the past half century. DXCC is the prime benchmark 
against which DXing achievement is measured. Various endorsements and sepa- 
rate awards are available to recognise achievements on specific modes and bands, 
in addition to the basic award. 


With the DXCC rule changes implemented in 2000, provision has been made for 
field checking in countries outside the USA. South Africa became one of the first 
countries with a field checker, with the appointment of Tjerk Lammers ZS6P, 
the SARL Awards Manager. 


Tjerk can now check all QSL cards for DXCC credits, except for 160 m contacts, 
contacts with deleted countries or contacts older than ten years. Tjerk will 
accept cards by mail, or by prior arrangement in person. Remember to include 
sufficient postage to allow Tjerk to return your cards and mail the application 
to the ARRL. 


With the annual submission deadline in September, there is likely to be a rush of 
submissions around that date. Because careful scrutiny of the cards takes time, 
Tjerk may well be inundated by more cards than he can handle at that time.

REGISTRATION OF RAE CENTRES 


A reminder to clubs that they must register now to be able to act as an exami- 
nation centres during the October RAE. The registration can only be done on 
the SARL website at www.sarl.org.za. The required examination centre infor- 
mation must reach the examinator before 10 September 2002. After this date 
the candidates are allocated to the registered examination centres. To date 
Pretoria, Cape Town, East Londen and Mossel Bay have registered. 


NEXT RAE 


The next RAE takes place on 17 October 2002. the closing date for the ex- 
amination is 10 September. The application forms are available on the SARL 
website and NO late applications will be accepted. Applications received after 
10 September 2002 will automatically be held over until the first RAE in 2003. 


SARL VHF/UHF CONTEST 


The second leg of the SARL VHF/UHF Contest will be held over the weekend 
of 21 and 22 September 2002, starting at 12:00 CAT on the Saturday and ending 
24 hours later at 12:00 CAT on the Sunday. Activity will be on the 6 metre, 
2 metre, 70 cm and 23 cm amateur bands. The rules of the contest as well

Nico ZS4NS has written a Windows programme that will assist 
you in the logging and scoring of this contact. SARLVU can be downloaded from 
the SARL website.
